The liailway Gazotte gives a summary 


of the railway accidents for the mouth of 
December last. There wore in nil 105 
accidents, in which 21 persons were 
killed Or hurt. 
Tho muuth closes the 


year 1834, making for that year a total of 
1,191 accidents, 3S9 killed and 1,760 in- 
jured; a monthly average of 99 acci- 
dents, 32 killed und 147 injured. 
The 


yearly average for tho past four years 
was 1,413 acoideota, 414 killed and 3,715 
injured, 1884 being thus considerably be- 
low the average, exuept in tho number of 
persons hurt. 


The reported death rate in the large 


towns of England has been reduced from 
22><in 1,000 to 19><? in 1,000, and it is 
claimed that this reduction has been 
made by pubUo health laws enacted 
by 
parliament.

A MEXICAN HAT. 


Dispatches from the PaoiCo coast give 


tho particulars of a fiendish prnctico in 
San Francisco, which briefly are, that the 
Chinese bate been doing a thrifty busi- 
ness irj purchasing Tomato white children 
from poor and unfortunate mothers, par- 
ticularly at lying-in hospitals. The price 
paid ranges from SCO to $70, although 
blondes bring even a higher price. The 
obJdren are reared to the age of about 
three years and then shipped off to 
China, where, on their arriving at a suit- 
able ago they are sold to harema of the 
Chinese nabobs. It appears that the re- 
Toltmg practice has been in operation for 
several years in San .Francisco, thongh 
not unenrthed by tbo police until within 
within the past week. 


Mr. Porter 0. Bliss, of New York, died 


in that city on Saturday night. The very 
untimely death 3f this promising young 
man—for be was yet in the very prime of 
manhood—will cause deep regret in the 
literary circles ot the United States. 
A few years ago Mr. Bliss was seoreUry 
of legation at Paraguay, and Dopes, the 
dictator, inflicted bodily ibjunes upon 
Mr. Bliss in the attempt to extract from 
him state secrets which he was bound 
under oath to keep. He never recovered 
from tbo injuries ho received at the time- 
and they lead to a complication of diffi- 
culties which finally resulted in his death. 
Mr. Bhea was also attached to the diplo- 
matic service of the United States in 
Mexico, Brazil and tho Argentine Repub- 
lic. He was also a liberal contributor to 
the leading enojolopodias of the day.

One ot thj waj's by which hoU'l chamber- 


maids make extra monoy is by collecting 
the toothbrushes which are left in tho rooms 
by forgetful guests. Thousands of them are 
collected in tho hotels of this city every year 
and again placed in a sphere or usof ullness 
. by onterprislng chambermaids and dealers. 
Thoro are several buyers who almost daily 
visit tho back-doors of tho great kotols and 
lodging-houses in search of thosa toilet arti- 
cles, whicu aro known to tho trndo as "sec- 
onds." 


For a fine toothbrush, which originally 


cost from 50 cents to $1 and is still in good 
condition, tho collectors pay 5 cents, while 
inferior brushes, or thoso which nro n little 
tha worse for wear, bring only i or 3 cents 
each. Tho majority of brushes collected aro 
of good quality and snow no marks of use, 
s-aye, perhaps, a little yellowness on ;h;i 
bristles or handle, for, as a rule, there is no 
toilot article about which its owner is so par- 
ticular as the brush with which ho clean* liin 
tooth, and as soon as it shows traces of wear 
it Is disci'jxlod,

large bundle of brushes ho returns to liis lit- 
tle "repairing" room and begins operations. 
Each brush is plunged into a strong a>!uUon 
of chlorate of: lime, wuicu in an hour or twu 
tuakes it as white as snow. Ev.jry blotch 
nnd durk lino on tho bono handle has disap- 
peared, the bristles become as brigh: ;ujd 
glistening as when when they were new, 
and the brush is in fact completely rejuv- 
enated, then tho brush is thoroughly w;iiho.l 
in clean, cold water and caivfully dried. 
Within a week afterward it bad probably 
been rosnld and is again in use. perhaps us 
a "superior imported nrtido."

Aftor probing for four minutes the physi-

Patrick Ooycu, Rosa's sec- 
retary, arrived at tlio hospital a few minutes 
after Rossa had boon couvuyod thoro, Ho 
was told by Hossa to telegraph for llrs.

large croivd, among which was o.-c-LJnitod
